Russia charged yesterday

1 ‘Some il these planes re- 
mained there two hours and 
one half,” he told reporters, j 
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but promised" ic" check with 
“appropriate aumcrUies” in the 
Defense Department. There 
was no immediate .comment 1 
from the latter Department. 

Dulles made no reply, said a 
spokesman, when Zaroubin told 
him through an interpreter 
what was in the Russian text 
of the’liqle which he delivered. 

Zaroubin, unsmiling and 
grim, told reporters after call- 
ing on Dulles that the Amer- 
ican planes flew over Minsk, 
Pinsk, Kaliningrad, Vilna, Lau- 
nas and Baranovichi. 

Kaliningrad, Kaunas and 
Vilna are in the former Baltic 
republic of Lithuania, seized by 
Russia, in 1940. Minsk, Bara- 
novichi, and Pinsk are in White 


Russia, a Soviet republic which 
borders Lithuania. 

A Moscow radio broadcast 
heard in London yesterday said 
the planei came from Western 
Germany by way of Communist 
Bast Germany and Poland. 

The broadcast said the pro- 
test to Washington declared: 
“Noteworthy in this connec- 
tion is the fact that the above 
violations of Soviet air space 
by American aircraft have 
coincided with the stay in the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
)f the Commander of the 
Jutted States Air Force, Gen. 
Nathan) Twining.” 

Twining stopped over in Ger- 
many en route home from a 
eeent visit to Moscow. 
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
